We marvell notat Malice, nor do We deſire to be reconciled toher , for that wereto loſe our ſelves, and the Cauſe 

of God, And therefore Wethink it not ſtrange that ſhee is the ſame, which ſhee hath beene,and muſt be to the end: Bur 
that by her ſuggeſtions, and practices, tending, by raiſing of jealouſies and{uſpitions, to divide the two Kingdomes, 
the two Houles of Parliament, and either Houle in it ſelfe, ſhee ſhould ſo far prevaile with any, who have not laid afide 
both wiſdome and charity, asthar the [mallelt jealouſie or ſuſpition of us ſhould enter in their heart ( for them to live 
and lodge,we will not permir.) This is it which hath cauſed this Paper. 


Whar juſt cauſe of indignation We had againſt theſe two Incendiaries is known by our Accuſations,which (as Wee 
underſtand) arenow publiſhed tothe World, and by thele allo, beſtde our deteſtation expreſſed in all our Words, Writs, 
and Actions , Our judgment and intentions concerning Epilcopacy both in Scotland and England , are in ſome meaſure 
expreſſed. Wee confeſle it were levity , to be found building that which Wee have beene pulling downe, or to plant 
chat which Wee have been plucking up. ſt were impiery to ſpare much more to plead for guilty Agag , and curſed Bas 
bell , which God in, his juſtice hath deftinate to deſtruction : And it were folly for us, and a denying of our owne ex- 
perience, to imagine that both they and the Kingdomes can have peace; bur all theſe three impurations might be juſtly 
tripled upon us, if now after We have ſeen their works, and bitter fruits in England, Wee ſhould not rememberthe Ma- 
xime neverto be forgotten , The ſafety of the People is the ſoveraigne Law , and that Mercy to the bad is cruelty againſt the

_ ſell, He may beare the puniſhment, which the atrocity of his Crimes doe deſerve , Which ſhould bemuch for his Maje- 
ſties honour, and for the peace of all his Majeſties good Subje&ts,who will be our of hope of the redreſle of their grie- 
vances, if the wicked, who have cauſed all their woes,be either juſtified, or ſpared.
